THE Australian Soccer Federation executive last 
weekend voted to advertise world-wide for the posi- 
tion of Australian national coach. 


ASF chairman Ian 
Brusasco announced 
the post would be 


advertised next 
month. 
Frank Arok, 


whose contract with 
the ASF expires in 
July, will have to 
apply like everyone 
else if he is still in- 
terested in the job. 

It is not known 
whether National 
Director of 
Coaching Eddie 
Thomson, who has 
expressed interest in 
holding the position 
of national coach 
concurrently with 
his present post, will 
also apply. 

The ASF took 
several other deci- 
sions in Sydney over 
the weekend where 
the five commission- 
ers met on Friday 
and the executive on 
Saturday. 


They include: 


© A five-match tour 
of Europe by the 
under 23 Olympic 
team in September 
to prepare for next 
year’s qualifying 
rounds of the Bar- 
celona Olympics. 
Selection of the 
squad is expected to 
be made in March. 


The tour will be 
funded by the Aus- 
tralian Olympic 
Federation and the 
Australian Sports 
Commission — a 
first for Australian 
soccer. 


© Agreement to 
Stage the 1993 
Youth World Cup 
for under 20s in 
Australia. 

Australia was to 
organise the 1995 
series but FIFA took 
the 1991 tournament 
away from Nigeria 
and Portugal, ori- 
ginally selected as

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The man behind Apia’s revival 


Hail, Manfred the Magnificent! 


ONE of the remark- 
able points involved 
in the rebuilding of 
Apia-Leichhardt into 
QNSL title conten- 
ders is that new 
coach Manfred 
Schaefer was late in 
reporting for duty in 
Sydney. 

Not that he could 
have helped it. 

Melbourne club 
Brunswick Juventus was 
depending upon his 
expertise to lift them 
back into the senior 
competition. 

But when it came to 
the crunch, Morwell 
Falcons edged Bruns- 
wick out, and in turn 
Adelaide Hellas 
downed them to claim 
the 1989/90 summer sea- 
son position. 

Disappointment for 
the Victorians and for 
Schaefer, but the for- 
mer Socceroo was now 
released to set up 
arrangements with his 
new club. 

After an earlier 
period as coach with St 
George, Schaefer was in 
charge at Sydney Olym- 


pic when they achieved 
their only NSL honours. 

In 1983 and 1985 the 
Greek-based outfit won 
the NSL Cup, whilst in 
1986 they won the 
Northern Division 
grand final before dip- 
ping out to Adelaide 
City in the National 
Final.

There were some who

EVER since he came to the Australian Insti- 
tute of Sport to take part in an indoor soccer 
tournament, Melbourne youngster Jason 
Koliba has wanted to come back. 

“I loved every minute of it — it seemed such an 
important and exciting place,” he said. 

At the beginning of the year he realised his ambi- 
tion and gained selection in the AIS soccer squad 
currently competing in the National Youth League. 

It was always on the cards that young Jason would 
be bidding for a spot among the country’s elite.

Easier for Aussies

AUSTRALIA will 
have to win its way 
into the finals of the 
1991 women’s World 
Cup in China by beat- 
ing its old rival, New 
Zealand, AWSA ex- 
ecutive director 
Heather Reid said. 

“We thought at first 
that it would be an in- 
vitation tournament, 
but it now appears there 
will be an Oceania qual- 
ifying competition 
which could also involve 
nations such as Fiji and 
Papua New Guinea,” 
she said. 

The development is 
probably favourable to 
Australia, who would 
have difficulty in 
ing a case for inclusion 
on the basis of its most 
recent matches against 
the Kiwis. 

However, with its 
young team having just 
completed a successful 
tour of Japan under new 
coach Steve Darby. it is 
likely it now has the 
measure of a New Zea- 
land side probably pass- 
ed its best. 

And one other major 
obstacle also seems to 
have been removed with 
Chinese Taipei's par- 
ticipation in the Asian 
Championships. 

“We are not quit cer- 
tain but we believe 
FIFA will recognise 
those championships as 
a qualifying series for 
the cup.” Reid said. 

“There are three 
places available from 
Asia and as Taipei 
reached the final they 
have already qualified.” 

Chinese Taipei has 
been a member of 
Oceania up until now. 
winning the confedera- 
tion's cup competition 
in Australia last year.

They can’t 
just stand there and get 
cut to pieces when 
people throw things at 
them. 

“But when the Eng- 
lish fans defend them- 


selves, it is headline 
news all around the 
world. You don’t hear 
so much when fans from 
other parts of the world 
misbehave 

“When I was sent-off 
playing for Sociedad, 
the fans here went 
crackers. They were 
throwing wine bottles at 
the referee and one 
missile hit him and 
knocked him out. 

“How often does that 
happen in England? 
Recently I heard on 
cable TV that a 
Colombian referee had 
been shot dead and in 
Holland they have been 
throwing bombs in the 


crowd. 

“That sort of thing 
puts any misbehaviour 
by English fans sharply 
into perspective 

“I believe the Sardi- 
nian police should be 
looking out for the 
Dutch because they are 
likely to be the ones 
who start any trouble, 
not the English 

“But if the England 
fans are not careful then 
they will get the blame. 
I don't want to see the 
English fans victimised 
and I just hope they get 
a fair deal 

“There has never 
been any trouble, for 
example, between the 
Irish and English fans 
and I'm sure there won't 
be a problem on that 
score,”
